Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants presented a proposed draft to amend claims having 
multiple dependency and 1 12 issues. Examiner notes the proposed amendments are acceptable, if claim 2 is 
incorporated into claim 1, so as to clearly define the relations between D1 and D2. Applicants argue that the double 
patenting rejections do not take into account that the prior art lack certain features of the instant invention, the 
Examiner notes that Applicants may present either TDs to overcome the obviousness double patenting rejections, or 
make arguments why it is disticnt. Similarly, Applicants argue that Shiobara does not teach the relations of the heights 
of the electrodes and the particle sizes, the Examiner notes that since Shiobara teaches the same subject matter and 
for the same application, suitable relations between particle sizes and heights of the electrodes are either anticipated 
by Shiobara, or obviously provided by practicing the prior art, Applicants may wish to present reasons of 
unobviousness, or limitations which are distinct over Shiobara. 
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
